To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ventnor  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  1953  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.  As  last 
year,  I  have  included  an  appendix  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  estimated  population  rose  by  100  to  6,890.  The 
comparative  birth-rate  again  shows  little  change,  but  there 
was  a  very  marked  reduction  in  the  total  and  the  comparative 
death-rate  over  the  previous  year.  (See  page  4  ).  The 
total  number  of  deaths  decreased  from  125  to  95  and  the 
comparative  death-rate  from  12.9  to  9*7*  This  is  markedly 
less  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales .  (The 
comparative  birth  and  death  rates  are  adjusted  figures  which 
allow  for  differences  in  the  local  age-groups  as  compared 
with  the  national  age-groups). 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles  increased  from  5  in  1952  to  243  in  1953*  This 
epidemic  was  relatively  mild  in  form,  and  although  21  cases 
had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital,  there  were  no  deaths  from 
the  disease. 

Whooping  cough,  unlike  measles  and  scarlet  fever,  which 
are  nowadays  rarely  serious,  remains  a  dangerous  threat  to 
children,  particularly  those  under  the  age  of  2.  Not  only 
may  it  prove  fatal  in  some  cases,  but  it  may  cause  permanent 
damage  to  the  lungs  in  others.  New  and  improved  vaccines  are 
now  available  to  protect  children  from  whooping  cough  and 
parents  should  consider  their  responsibility  in  this  matter. 
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This  vaccine  is  available  for  injection  combined  v;ith 
anti -diphtheria  vaccine. 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  and 
unfortunately  the  patient,  a  girl  visitor  aged  11,  died. 

She  contracted  the  infection  on  the  mainland  and  developed 
symptoms  soon  after  arrival  in  the  Island.  Recent 

evidence  from  investigations  carried  out  in  Britain  and 

s 

America  suggests  that  the  poliomyelitis  virus  in  a  very 
infectious  agent,  which  is  spread  by  the  saliva  and  the 
intestinal  excretions  of  infected  persons.  Infected 
persons  frequently  show  little  clinical  evidence  of  the 
disease  and  others,  particularly  children,  may  develop 
headache,  listlessness,  sore  throat  and  gastro-intestinal 
disturbance  lasting  only  a  day  or  two.  It  is  most 
important  that  persons  suffering  from  these  early  symptoms, 
particularly  if  headache  is  present,  should  be  put  to  bed 
at  complete  rest  as  early  as  possible,  as  this  may  well 
prevent  the  development  of  paralysis. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination . 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  to  be  offered  to  all  school- 
children  during  their  fourteenth  year.  This  vaccination 
confers  considerable  immunity  on  those  children  who  have 
not  previously  been  infected  by  tuberculosis.  It  is  hoped 
that  there  will  be  a  wide  response  by  parents  to  this 
campaign.  It  is  emphasised  that  B.C.G.  vaccination  is 
essentially  a  safe  and  painless  procedure. 

Meat  Inspection . 

This  Council  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  all 
pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Wroxall  Bacon  Factory.  The  work 
involved  is  considerable  and  it  is  necessary  for  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  attend  at  the  factory  for  at  least 
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three  sessions  a  week.  It  is  an  arduous  and  exacting 
task?  requiring  prolonged  concentration  and  it  is  well 
carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  His  presence 
at  these  s ess  ions ,  however,  deprives  the  Council  of 
his  services  for  other  health  matters  and  this  is  a 
cause  of  some  concern,  particularly  during  the  holiday 
season,

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1953*  By  courtesy  of  Dr.  D.  Warren  Browne,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  report  is  set  out  as  a 
separate  item  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officer 
for  this  privilege. 

During  the  year  199  complaints  were  received.  These 
mainly  concerned  housing,  drainage,  food  and  other  matters 
affecting  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

Many  more  enquiries  and  requests  for  advice  on  a  variety 
of  subjects  were  received  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  both 
the  general  public  and  business  concerns  are  looking  upon 
the  Health  Inspector  more  as  an  adviser  on  matters  concerning 
the  public  health.  This  is  a  relationship  which  the  modern 
Inspector  encourages  since  it  leads  to  mutual  understanding 
and  goodwill. 

Although  a  good  deal  of  his  time  has  to  be  spent 
outside  of  the  office,  the  Inspector  endeavours  to  attend 
each  morning  at  9  a.m.  and  in  the  afternoon  between  4  p.m. 
and  5  p*m. 

ESSENTIAL  SERVICES 

Water .  There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year 
although  in  some  parts  of  the  town  there  is  a  severe  drop 
in  pressure  during  the  peak  holiday  period.  This  is  due 
to  an  abnormal  draw  off  from  mains  and  service  pipes  not 
designed  to  meet  such  demands.  There  is  also  a  good  deal 
of  water  running  to  waste  from  overflowing  cisterns  and  if 
owners  and  occupiers  of  property  would  attend  to  defective 
ball  valves,  the  supply  position  would  be  improved. 

Chemical  analysis  of  Ventnor's  water  show  it  to  be  of 
excellent  quality  and  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  at  regular  intervals  gave  consistently  good  results. 
Frequent  sampling  enables  a  careful  check  to  be  kept  on  the 
purity  of  the  water  and  indicates  any  degree  of  pollution. 

The  fin#  sandy  matter  in  suspension  in  the  water  gave 
rise  to  several  complaints  and  is  a  cause  of  annoyance 
generally.  The  Water  Board  Engineer  has  stated  that  until 
the  ultimate  provision  of  adequate  settling  tanks,  a  thorough 
and  regular  flushing  of  town  mains  will  disperse  much  of  the 
sediment  and  give  a  clearer  water. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  There  are  still  a  number  of 
premises  in  the  town  which  are  not  provided  with  suitable 
dustbins.  This  makes  the  work  of  collection  more  difficult 
and  also  encourages  fly  breeding.  Regulation  type  dustbins 
fitted  with  proper  covers  and  used  in  the  proper  manner  would 
minimise  nuisance  of  this  kind  and  it  is  hoped  that  now  that 
the  supply  position  is  easier  all  premises  will  be  provided 
with  such  bins. 
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Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and 
this  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor. 

Periodic  inspections  of  the  tip  are  carried  out.  however, 
and  measures  taken  to  ensure  freedom  from  rat  infestation 
and  fly  breeding. 

Milk  Supply.  The  majority  of  the  milk  sold  in  the 
Tf  strict  'is  pasteurised,  being  supplied  by  the  large  dairy 
organisation  covering  the  Island,  and  all  milk  supplied  to 
the  local  schools  is  thus  treated.  Frequent  samples  are 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  checking  pasteurisation  and  keeping 
quality  and  these  give  consistently  good  results. 

There  is  still  a  certain  amount  of  raw  milk  being  sold 
in  the  district  and  such  supplies  are  sampled  by  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  for  chemical  and  biological  tests. 

Ice  Cream.  There  are  now  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in 
the  district,  all  of  the  ice  cream  sold  being  obtained  from 
other  areas.  Retailers  of  ice  cream  we re  visited  frequently 
and  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis.  In  cases 
where  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  re-visits  were 
made  and  advice  given.  Repeat  samples  eventually  showed 
the  position  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  Premises.  There  are  in  the  district  JO  hotels  and 
catering  establishments,  the  latter  being  mainly  small 
businesses  serving  or  catering  for  less  than  50  customers. 

In  addition,  of  course,  there  are  a  large  number  of 
boarding  establishments  which  do  not  provide  meals  to  persons 
other  than  residents.  There  are  43  food  shops  and  these 
c  ornpr ise  s  -

All  of  these  are  inspected  regularly  throughout  the  year  and 
the  majority  are  well  kept  and  comply  with  the  Regulations. 
There  are  still  some  proprietors  of  food  premises,  however, 
who  do  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  personal  and  general 
hygiene  in  such  establishments  and  whose  premises  and.  methods 
need  to  be  brought  up  to  date. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  a  local  baker  for 
selling  a  bun  contaminated  by  mice  and  for  failing  to  keep 
the  bakehouse  and  equipment  clean.  The  baker  was  convicted 
and  fined  and  has  since  gone  out  of  business. 

It  is  more  pleasing  to  note  that  during  the  year  a 
number  of  food  premises  were  improved  as  regards  layout, 
equipment  and  general  condition  and  the  proprietors 
responsible  are  to  be  complimented  on  their  progressive 
outlook. 

Clean  Food  Campaign.  Much  has  been  written  on  the  subject  of 
clean  food  and  of  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning.  The 
majority  of  food  traders  realise  their  responsibilities  to 
the  public  and  are  anxious  to  co-operate  in  complying  with 
food  regulations.  Regarding  employees,  however,  there  are 
still  some  in  food  trades  who  have  not  realised  their 
responsibilities  and  how  they  must  play  their  part  by 
observing  simple  rules  of  hygiene.  To  enable  food  handlers 
to  do  their  job  properly  the  premises  in  which  they  work  must 
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be  properly  equipped.  There  are  still,  for  instance, 
restaurant  kitchens  where  only  one  sink  is  fitted  and  this 
has  to  serve  for  washing-up,  vegetable  preparing  and 
ablution  purposes.  The  standard  code  of  practice  recommended 
is  for  a  minimum  of  two  sinks  in  the  washing-up  room,  the 
second  being  used  for  rinsing  and  sterilizing  and  for  the 
very  small  cost  of  such  equipment,  the  benefits  and  economies 
made  are  considerable. 

The  clean  food  campaign  included  lectures  and  talks  to 
various  associations  in  the  town  and  these  seemed  to  be 
welcomed  but  it  must  be  realised  that  much  of  this  work  is 
actually  in  the  nature  of  preaching  to  the  converted  and 
those  who  need  instruction  have  still  to  be  sought  in  premises 
where  they  are  employed. 

Notices  were  printed  calling  attention  to  the  importance 
of  hand  washing  and  to  the  undesirability  of  admitting  dogs 
to  certain  shops  and  were  distributed  to  food  premises,  the 
proprietors  of  which  appreciated  the  service. 

From  time  to  time  requests  are  received  from  food  traders 
for  inspection  of  doubtful  commodities  and  in  cases  where 
foodstuffs  are  condemned,  they  are  removed  and  destroyed  either 
by  burning  or  burial  under  supervision. 

Wroxall  Bacon  Factory 

The  number  of  pigs  passing  through  the  factory  during  the 
year  showed  a  considerable  increase  and  visits  to  the  factory 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection  numbered  160.  There  is 
still  a  small  percentage  of  pigs  suffering  from  tuberculosis, 
mainly  localised  and  out  of  the  12,700  pigs  slaughtered  4.15# 
were  found  to  be  so  affected.  In  cases  where  a  number  of 
infected  pigs  are  received  from  one  farm  or  where  there  is 
other  evidence  that  there  may  be  tuberculous  infection  at  the 
premises,  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  notified  and  he  visits  the 
farms  concerned  ana  takes  such  action  as  he  considers  necessary. 
By  this  means  tuberculous  sows  were  disposed  of  and  infected 
buildings  cleaned  and  disinfected.  As  a  result  of  this  method 
of  co-operation  it  is  hoped  to  further  reduce  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  bacon  pigs. 

Other  diseases  are  rare  and  those  found  on  post  mortem 
and  necessitating  condemnation  were  swine  erysipelas,  fever, 
jaundice  and  acute  peritonitis. 

The  scheme  of  re-conditioning  and  improving  the  premises 
made  further  progress  during  the  year.  The  interior  walls  of 
the  factory  are  now  completely  white  tiled  to  a  height  of 
seven  feet  and  the  appearance  tf>  most  pleasing.  An  entirely 
new  refrigerating  system  and  cooling  chamber  have  been 
installed  which  gives  adequate  cold  storage  and  a  new 
department  for  the  manufacture  of  sausages  has  been  completed. 
This  is  constructed  and  equipped  in  the  most  hygienic  modern 
manner  and  complies  in  every  way  with  modern  standards  of 
hygiene .
